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ces as mediator to prevent the needless effusion of blood ; and that an ad- 
dress in behalf of the friends of Peace in these United States, be sent by the 
American Peace Society to his Majesty William IV., expressive of the ad. 
miration and gratitude we feel for an act so magnanimous, and so honoura- 
ble to a Christian monarch. 

3. Resolved, That Christians are sacredly bound to remove the disgrace 1 
which has been brought upon their religion by the wars of Christendom. 

4. Resolved, That the cause of Peace commends itself by numerous and 
very weighty considerations to the special sympathy, efforts and prayers of 
woman ; and that we regard the formation of ladies' Peace Societies, the- 
past year, as peculiarly auspicious, and hope that their example will be ex- 
tensively followed. 

5. Resolved, That ministers of the gospel be requested to preach to their 
people on the subject of Peace, at least once a year; and, if convenient, on 
the Sabbath preceding the 25th of December. 

6. Resolved, That churches of every denomination be requested to observe 
the annual concert of prayer in behalf of Peace, holden on or near the 35th of 
December, and to take up a collection at the same time in aid of the Ameri- 
can Peace Society. 

7. Resolved, That the exigencies of our cause require, for the present 
year, ten thousand dollars ; that an effort be made, in reliance on God, to 
raise five thousand dollars as the lowest sum that will sustain the enlarged 
plan of operations contemplated by the Society ; and that the friends of Peace 
be earnestly desired to co-operate in carrying this resolution into effect. 

8. Resolved, That we consider efforts in the cause of Peace as calculated, 
with the blessing of God, powerfully to aid in introducing the reign of the 
Prince of Peace. 

9. Resolved, That as union is strength in every good cause, it is the duty 
of all the friends of Peace throughout the world to co-operate in hastening on 
that blessed period when nations shall learn war no more.

The next annual meeting of the Society is to be holden in New York, on 
the Wednesday preceding the second Thursday in May, 1837. 
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Connecticut Peace Society. — The fifth anniversary meeting of this Soci. 
ety was holden at New Haven, on the 29th of May. The meeting was 
addressed by Hon. Wm. W. Ellsworth, President of the Society, Rev. 
Leonard Bacon, and Rev. E. L. Cleaveland, <>f New Haven. The Society 
adjourned, for the transaction of business to Friday evening, June 3d. The 
following is an abstract of the Report read at the adjourned meeting : — 

The operations of the Society, during the past year, have as usual, con- 
sisted chiefly in the publication of works on the subject of Peace. 

Of the tract entitled " Farmer and Soldier," 1300 copies have been dis- 
tributed; of the last annual address, by Rev. R. H. Neale, 1010 copies; and 
of the Advocate of Ponce, 1064 copies ; of the last mentioned publication 
about 14,000 copies have been issued from the press, during the year. The 
16G4 copies taken by this Society, have been distributed among the mem. 
bers of the Society, — sent to ministers who preach on the subject of Peace — 
to Judges of Courts, Governors of States, members of Congress ami of the 
State Legislatures, — Presidents of Colleges — and to distinguished and iullu- 
ential individuals in private life. 

The Advocate was commenced under the auspices of this Society, and 
conducted under its patronage for the first year, when it became the organ 
of the American Peace Society. This change however did not affect ths 
character of the work — no" - (it it the less, but rather the more, for the pur- 
poses of this and other Peace Societies, throughout the country. 

The American, the Massachusetts, and other Peace Societies, have taken 
a large number of copies of the Advocate ; and about 400 copies have beu:i 
distributed to individuals who subscribed for the work. 

The Advocate has now reached the close of its second year — completing 
the first volume. The publisher has made arrangements for continuing its 
publication ; and the first number of the second volume will be issued in the 
month of June. It is very desirable that all members of the Society who 
feel interested in the progress of the cause which it advocates, should also 
feel interested in raising funds sufficient to enable the Society to take not a 
less number of copies than they have taken the last year. The auxiliary 
Societies, it is hoped, will come forward and lend a helping hand. 

The story of our operations is tdd in few words ; but the extent of the in- 
fluence exerted by this Society, who shall estimate ? The influence of moral 
power, diffusive in its nature like the solar light, and pervading the remotest 
nations, and the most distant ages — who shall determine its limits, or its 
duration ? 

After the reading of the Report, the following resolutions were passed : — 

1. Resolved, That the Report of the Directors which has just been read, 
be accepted. 

2. Resolved, That the wants of the Society require the sum of five hun- 
dred dollars, to defray the expenses of the past and of the current year, and 
that the auxiliary Societies, and all the friends of Peace throughout the State, 
be earnestly requested to co-operate with this Society in an effort to raise 
that sum. 

3. Resolved, That this Society regards the pacific termination of the 
differences between the United States and France, as a signal instance of 
triumph on the part of the cause of Peace ; and that we avail ourselves of 
the present occasion to make a public, grateful recognition of the overruling 
Providence of God in the ordering of that event.

Geneva Peace Society, Switzerland. — This Society met at Geneva, on 
the 10th of July, 1835, to receive the essays for the prize offered to the au- 
thor who should point out the best means for procuring a general and perma- 
nent peace. After a prayer by the Pastor Ramer, Secretary of the Society, 
the Count de Sellon, its founder and President, addressed the meeting. The 
following are extracts from his address : — 

Gentlemen: — I have the honour of convening you to submit to you the 
essays which have answered to the call you made upon the public by 
your Programme, unanimously agreed upon, the 1st of February, 1834, as 
stated in No. 3 of the Archives de la Soeiete de la Paix. 

This call has been heard in countries where the French, German, English, 
and Italian languages, are spoken, and which are illuminated by the torch of 
Christianity, and by the lights of civilization. Our Programme, Gentlemen, 
was so drawn up, that the Peace Society cannot be deprived of the fruits of 
the concours opened by it ; for in virtue of this Programme, all the essays 
which deserve its attention, become its property. 

The anonymous author of the most voluminous work which has been sent 
to your concours,* announces his intention to get it printed at all events. We 
can do no other than rejoice at this resolution, since it assures us before- 
hand that our Programme will not have been in vain. A letter from North- 
ern Germany informs me, that your concours, gentlemen, announced in sev- 
eral Journals, had excited the interest of more than one crowned head, of 
several distinguished scholars, and of the public in general. This letter is 
deposited in the office. You will there see, gentlemen, that general and 
permanent peace, which we promote, is no longer rejected as Utopian, and 
among the reveries of good men. 

After this discourse of the Founder of the Society, six of its members 
were deputed to proceed to the examination of the essays, being requested 
that they would, if possible, present their opinion to the Peace Society the 
15th of August 1835, in order that it may pronounce a definite judgment, 
after having given a mature and profound examination to the labour of the 
committee. 

Constitution op the Philadelphia Ladies' Peace Society; instituted 
March, 1836. 

Preamble. — We the undersigned, believing all War to be utterly incon. 
sistent with the Gospel, and a moral evil, of incalculable magnitude, but like 
all other moral evils, subject to the control of moral power, as exerted by 
public opinion ; and that women, by using their influence with their fathers, 
husbands, brothers, and sons, and by associating their energies, may do 
much to change publ'c opinion, and finally aid in the entire abolition of a 
custom, sinful in its nature, and destructive to the best interest of mankind, 
both temporal and eternal, and wishing to do what we can to help forward a 
consummation so devoutly to be wished, do form ourselves into a society, un- 
der the following articles. 

* Four hundred pages closely written. 
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Article I. — This association shall be called the Philadelphia Ladies' Peace 
Society, and shall be auxiliary to the American Peace Society. 

Article II. — It shall be the duty of every member of this society to stu- 
dy the subject of Peace, by reading tracts, and treatises on the subject ; to 
distribute such tracts, and to use her influence generally, in the cause of 
Peace, in her own family, and wherever Providence may open a door of 
usefulness. 

Article III. — Every member of this society pledges herself to pay, at 
least fifty cents a year, for which she shall receive the full amount, in peace 
publications, when required, and every one who shall pay one dollar, or more 
shall be entitled to the periodical of the American Peace Society, and every 
one who shall pay ten dollars, shall be considered a life member, and enti- 
tled to all the above privileges. 

Article IV. — All the business of this society shall be conducted by an 
Executive Committee of seven persons, three of whom shall form a 
quorum, who shall have power to fill all vacancies occurring among them, add 
to their numbers, appoint the time and place of all meetings, (excepting the 
time of the annual meetings,) and appoint, from their own body, all such offi- 
cers as shall be found necessary. 

Article V The annual meeting of the Society shall be on the last 

Wednesday in May, at which time the Executive Committee shall be cho- 
sen, the accounts of the society presented, and at, or near which time, a 
public address shall be delivered by some gentleman appointed by the com- 
mittee. There shall also be a meeting of the committee, as often as once 
a month, at which, measures for forwarding the cause of Peace shall be con. 
certed ; and a meeting of the society, as often as once in three months, to 
pray and converse on the subject of Peace, and to exchange and distribute 
Peace tracts. 

Article VI. — This constitution may be amended at an annual meeting, pro- 
vided the committee recommend such amendment and a majority of the soci- 
ety shall vote for it, and provided it does not change the nature of the so- 
ciety. 

Constitution of the Essex County Olive-Branch Circle ; formed Janu- 
ary, 1835. 

PREAMBLE. 

The tendency to sympathy inherent in the human heart, — the social 
principle of our nature — beautiful in many forms of its developement — nev- 
er appears more truly so, than when it is made subservient to the cause of 
benevolence. 

Of the various ways in which this principle has been brought to bear upon 
this cause, we are presented with the most prominent in the numerous vol- 
untary associations which aim at the reduction of human guilt and suffering. 
The power to do good and to communicate which we possess in our individ- 
ual capacities, is feeble, compared with what we may secure by association: 
the one is as a multitude of tiny rivulets, numbers of which are lost before 
they reach the sea ; while the other is as the union of these rivulets, — a no- 
ble and sure tributary. 

Holding these sentiments, and believing the practice of War to be essen- 
tially pagan in its nature and decidedly opposed to and subversive of the pa. 
cific principles inculcated by the Prince of Peace — and ever, under all cir- 
cumstances, the unbarring of the flood gates of vice and suffering in their 
most abhorrent and appalling forms : — 

And feeling that, since woman is necessarily involved in the evils which 
result from it, she is urged — not merely by motives of religion and humanity — 
but also by her own danger of suffering, to use her most efficient influence 
to eradicate from the public mind those false principles upon which it has
